Natatorium  Water 

Rumors  thnt  tho  water  in  the  College 
was  inipuru  and  unfit  for  swimming 
purposes  nro  being  thrown  to  t lie  wind. 

A  sample  of  tho  water  was  sent  to  tlio 
stato  board  of  honlth  at  Jefferson  City. 
AVednesday,  Dr.  Greon  received  tho  re¬ 
port  froni  tho  hoard  of  health  stating 
tliat  tho  water  was  satisfactory.  Tho 
examinations  (if  tho  water  sample  from 
tho  swimming  pool  was  made  iu  ac¬ 
cordance  with  tho  standard  methods  of 
water  analysis  of  tlio  American  Public 
Health  Association. 

Dr.  Green  said  thnt  the  pool  hero  is 
ono  of  tho  most  modern  plants  made. 

Tlio  water  is  treated  regularly  with 
chloride,  changed  regularly,  is  warmed’, 
circulated  and  tlio  tank  cleaned  twico 
a  week. 

Tho  students  of  tlie  College  and 
training  school  are  co-operating  splen¬ 
didly  against  small-pox  according  to 
Dr.  Greou.  Two  hundred  and  thirty 
have  roceivod  vaccinations  free  of 
churgc.

Only  one  branch  of  science,  Anthro¬ 
pology,  the  study  of  mankind,  is  spe¬ 
cifically  mentioned  in  the  contract. 
However,  the  Division  of  Geology  has 
also  decided  to  participate  in  this  work 
and  has  a  series  of  pictures  in  the 
course  of  preparation.  Dr.  Kittery  F. 
Mather,  of  this  Division,  and  Dr.  Er¬ 
nest  A.  ilooton,  of  the  Division  of 
Anthropology,  are  heading  a  commit¬ 
tee  which  will  supervise  the  preparation 
of  the  pictures.

Thirty-three  students  earned  a  total 
of  $2140  by  clerking  in  stores,  shops, 
confectionaries,  and  restaurants  Thcro 
were  1-1  girls  in  this  group  who  enrned 
$46". 

Seven  girls  working  ns  wnitrcscs  in 
dormitories,  restaurants,  and  cafeterias 
earned  $387.  Two  girls  made  $150,  in 
motion  pictures,  selling  tickets  and 
playing  in  nil  orchestra.  Four  other 
young  women  earned  $98  ns  typists  and 
eight  made  ^$555.25  in  various  music 
activities.  Some  of  them  played  in 
orchestras,  some  giving  piano  lessons, 
others  playing  for  choirs,  club  lunch¬ 
eons,  and  gymnasium  classes. 

One  young  woman  earned  her  board 
and  room  by  renting  a  couple  of  rooms 
for  light  housekeeping  and  furnishing 
board  for  another  girl. 

Six  girls  did  odd  jobs  at  tlie  dormi¬ 
tories  and  cared  for  children  in  homes 
and  earned  $144.’ 

One  girl  earned  $52  working  in  a 
beauty  parlor  nt  odd  hours. 

One  of  tlio  girls  who  lives  at  Jackson 
earned  $50.  She  drives  to  school  every 
day  and  brings  other  student!)  with  her. 

Eight  girls  enrned  $581.33  as  student 
assistants  in  college  library,  offices  and 
physical  edeation  classes. 

Four  young  men  earned  $360  working 
for  filling  stations  and  one  made  $300 
selling  auto  parts. 

During  the  18  weeks  a  young  farmer 
who  is  a  successful  apairist  enrned  $350 
selling  honey  and.  advising  other  bee 
men. 

One  young  man  earned  $700  selling 
insurance.  One  young  fellow  earned 
$100'  working  iii’  a  bank  and  another 
earned  $225  doing  clerical  work  for  a 
manufacturing  plant.

No  meals  will  bo  paid  for  except  those 
taken  at  the  Collogo  Cafeteria. 

Every  girl  contestant  must  bo  under 
the  guidance  of  a  woman  chaperone. 
Where  two  or  more  girl  contestants 
como  from  one  county  they  may  bo 
under  ono  chaperone.  Or  the  superin¬ 
tendents  of  two  counties  may  arrange 
jointly  to  linvo  one  wqm.an  chaperone 
the  girl  contestants  from  both  counties.

This  problem  caused  so  much 
discussion  that  another  problem  has 
been  sent  in  from  tho  class  in  invest¬ 
ments. 

A  wooden  stairway  cost  $50.00  and 
will  last  twelve  years  when  it  must  he 
completely  rebuilt.  How  much  can  pro¬ 
fitably  bo  expended  to  erect  a.  steel 
and  concrete  stairway  which  will  last 
thirty  years  before  reconstruction  is 
necessary,  allowing  interest  at  6  per 
cent. 

Many  Flowers  Now 
At  The  Greenhouse 

Tlie  College  Greenhouse,  managed  by 
Mr.  Within  gt'on,  is  being  used  for  a 
practical  purpose.  There  nro  many 
beautiful  flowers  and  ferns  in  the  green¬ 
house,  which  are  used  on  special  oc¬ 
casions  for  all  activities  of  tlie  school. 

Tho  greenhouse  lias  been  in  existence 
about  twelve  years  and,  under  the  su¬ 
pervision  of  Mr.  Witliington,  it  is  be¬ 
coming  more  useful  all  tlie  time.  This 
year  it  is  being  used  more  from  a 
laboratory  standpoint.  Tlie  class  in 
horticulture,  having  about  thirty  mem¬ 
bers,  has  several  thousand  hard  wood 
cuttings  in  tho  greenhouse.  There  are 
also  several  hot  beds,  including  lettuce, 
cabbage,  tomatoes,  peppers,  and  sweet- 
potatoes  which  will  ho  sold  when  ma¬ 
tured. 

The  'greenhouse  is  very  profitable  be¬ 
cause  tlie  money  from  the  sales  goes 
to  the  school  and  a  largo  amount  is 
saved  by  having  decorations  at  hand. 

Other  than  the  plants  already  men¬ 
tioned,  there  is  a  small  rubber  tree 
in  the  greenhouse,  and  a  fish  pond 
where  tlie  College  goldfish  are  kept. 

Dye  Expert  Gives 
Talk  to  Home  Ec. 

Miss  Conner,  representative  of  the 
Bit  dyes,  gave  a  very  interesting  de¬ 
monstration  to  the  Home  Ec.  and  Art 
classes  Tuesday  from  9  to  11.  First 
she  showed  them  how  to  remove  tlie 
color  from  goods  so  that  they  could 
he  re-dyed.  This  was  very  interesting 
ami  sho  showed  the  different  materials, 
such  as  cottons,  silks,  and  linens  that 
|  had  had  tho  color  removed,  and  were 
re-dyed.  She  gave  a  demonstration  in 
:  making  tie  and  dio  work  such  as  scarfs. 
This  was  especially  interesting  to  Art 
81  class,  as  they  are  liaviug  the  same 
kind  of  work  now. 

The  girls  wore  allowed  to  try  their 
luck  in  making  these  scarfs  and  Borne 
very  interesting  designs  woro  obtained.
